correspondence, mailing label, and official notation. 

SUPPLEMENTARY SHOWINGS 

Although granting of this Petition is clearly in order under 37 CF.R. § 1.10 based 
on assignee's showing to this point, assignee further supports the Petition with the 
enclosed true copy of a USPS delivery confirmation notice.
